WE ARE AT THE END OF AN 
old way of telling the public the 
news of the day. The pictures of tor- 
turing at the prison in Baghdad, 
where so many have digital cam- 
eras, showed that newspapers and 
television are no longer the gate- 
keepers of what the public can see or 
be shielded from. 

The old news way was to fret and 
fear and ask, How could you show 
the man in the Baghdad prison com- 
pletely bare with dogs ready to 
attack him? Blur parts of his body. 
You can’t show him otherwise. We 
are reporting the news, not sensa- 
tionalizing it. 

And the naked men in the 
Baghdad prison were set upon by 
dogs, and the reporters covering the 
Baghdad prison were really working 
for Amtrak. 

Just about everybody with the 
curiosity you want in a news reader 
saw photo arrays of the torture. 

They saw them in any of a dozen 
Arab channels of the 1,000 we have 
out there in New York. 

The ones who were protected 
from the torture pictures were the 
last old newspaper readers or net- 
work television news watchers. 

Why were they being shielded 
from the news? Because they should 
be shielded from the news. 

During a recent speech at 
Columbia Journalism School, I men- 
tioned that the beheading of 
Nicholas Berg would scare and sick- 
en editors, and that the lively people, 
who want to know about the times 
in which they live, want to see 
everything. 

As I spoke, a student, James 
Klattell, pushed a laptop across the 
table. Here was the hooded Iraqi or 
whatever he was, holding onto 
Berg’s severed head. 

Larose yesterday to the sound of 
Nicholas Berg suddenly screaming 
out of the laptop on a desk as the 
hooded men cut his head off. 

The video had been sent as e-mail 
by a friend, who had received it 
from somebody else he knew. 

First were the prison photos on 
laptops, on cell phones with video 
attachments, on cable channels. 
Then came the live action of 
Nicholas Berg being beheaded.

They also show complete igno- 
rance of today’s life. Everybody will 
see each of those photos. It is just 
another standard that has collapsed 
Already the line between publicity 
and notoriety has been erased 
Today, all that is important to people 
is Being Known. Pornography is a 
word for the aging. The new people 
watch MTV, and when the newspa- 
pers and television censor behaviour 
and language they think is lewd and 
crude, their prime audience, the 
energetic, don’t bother to read the 
papers or watch the news. How can 
people have any interest in these 


reality shows, which are in prime 
time for the Low IQ brigades, when

GUY MADDIN GROWS ON YOU. 
My first exposure to him was 
Twilight of the Ice Nymphs—admit- 
tedly, not his best film. But there was 
something noteworthy there, an odd 
fairytale sensibility that was unique, 
un-slick, and not typically Canadian. 
Besides, it had ostriches. Kind of 
neat. 

Over the years, having seen even 
bad video copies of his seminal Tales 
of Gimli Hospital and his other early 
work, I started to really warm up to 
his films. A documentary, Waiting for 
Twilight, introduced Guy Maddin as 
a character, a harried film director 
who struggles with the making of 
Ice Nymphs. He seemed so no-non- 
sense and vulnerable, it made me 
want to take him home and feed him 
ice cream. Then, in 2000, he made 
Heart of the World—a beautiful, bril- 
liant short film commissioned by the 
Toronto International Film Festival. I 
was hooked. Shortly thereafter, he 
made Cowards Bend the Knee, a fic- 
tionalized autobiography, and then 
his latest feature, The Saddest Music 
in the World, with Isabella Rosselini. I 
had been granted an interview, and 
was told to keep it under 15 minutes.

That's what I've learned. I’ve tried 
not to learn much more. I’ve success- 
fully unlearned the standard film 
vocabulary. | want to keep things 
slightly jarring and surprising. I’m 
making myself a child: I love work 
done by kids before their parents 
ruin it by teaching them perspective 
and keeping the colour in the lines. 


It’s great that you’re still making 
films in Winnipeg. 

Manitoba's got a healthy, aggressive 
film body that believes in going out 
and finding film projects. It’s my 
hometown and I know the place 
really well; I steep myself in the 
mythology. So I’m helping the film 
industry, and it’s certainly support- 
ing me. 


How the heck did you explain 
Winnipeg to Isabella Rosselini? 
[Laughs] I have friends who can cast 
a spell on anything so you can see 
the world: every little ash can and 
elm leaf is a piece of wonderment. I 
just don’t have that. So we just 
developed a relationship; we talked 
about things. It was a privilege, a 
kind of magic in an enchanted bell 
jar. Itwas very odd— she’s looking 
in my cupboards in my kitchen at 
the biscuits. She came to Winnipeg a 
month early and we sort of just hung 
out; I showed her around the many 
strange corners—but if you go to 
New York, our strange corners don’t 
seem as strange. I never pressed the 
issue: “So do you like it?” 


But Winnipeg's a great prairie city, 
with hidden charms. It’s something 
we say to ourselves here all the 
time! There’s more than just the 
Mall.

It’s not special to be depressed by a 
mail, but I hated it. I went to West 
Edmonton Mall once and enjoyed it. 
T expected something similar, but I 
had to go get drunk after to get it out 
of me.

AS ANYONE WHO WATCHED 
Hercules cartoons as a kid will know, 
there’s nothing wrong with messing 
around with Greek mythology as 
long as it’s entertaining. Then again, 
you might also believe that there’s 
an all-seeing Owl-Man, that a tin can 
on your head makes you indestruc- 
tible, and that all monsters make the 
same phlegmy “WHGGGGGGGH- 
HHHH-WHGGGGGGHHHHH” 
noise. 

The point is that there’s a lot of 
great storytelling potential to work 
with. More than the Gods and fan- 
tastic beasties, however, it’s the 
human foibles that make the tales so 
appealing. The double-edged 
swords of love, power, pride, ambi- 
tion, war, etc., never seem to get 


‘dull. 


This may be why director 
Wolfgang Peterson (Das Boot, Perfect 
Storm) chose David Benioff’s adapta- 
tion of the Troy story, This version 
(or portion, actually) of The Hiad 
dumps the literal Gods and mythical 
creatures for the historical drama 
approach. 

The plot begins with Prince 
Hector (Eric Bana) and brother 
Prince Paris (Orlando Bloom) sign- 
ing a peace accord on behalf of Troy 
with Sparta’s King Menelaus 
(Brendan Gleeson), During the week 
of festivity, Paris falls in love with 
the King’s wife, Helen (German 
actress Diane Kruger), and, ignoring 
the obvious consequences, takes her 
with him when they leave. 

Menelaus asks his brother, King 
Agamemnon (Brian Cox), to help 
him get revenge. The conquering 
king sees this as an opportunity to 
collect yet another kingdom, and so 
mobilizes his massive army; howev- 
er, he needs Sparta’s greatest war- 
rior, Achilles (Brad Pitt), to lead the 
charge and kick some bronzed

Trojan ass. The arrogant but obser- 
vant warrior despises Agamemnon, 
and he only agrees to participate 
when Odysseus (Sean Bean) appeals 
to his ego and convinces Achilles it’s 
the only way his name will live 
through the ages. 

So, once 50,000 swords and associ- 
ated sandals land on Troy’s beach- 
front property, it’s a war. Nota 10- 
year war, as in the poem, but one 
that lasts a couple of weeks with sev- 
eral stoppages. A victory for either 
side depends on a number of factors, 
like the willingness of the tempera- 
mental Achilles to fight at any given 
moment, whether King Priam of 
Troy (Peter O'Toole) chooses to lis- 
ten to the supernatural-obsessed 
elders or to his practical son, Hector, 
and also ona few major elements 
not in The Iliad. 

Unfortunately, neither Achilles’ 
affection for Hector’s captured 
cousin, nor the appearance of the 
Trojan horse, really work in the film. 
Although Peterson is a talented 
action director able to manage exhil- 
arating sword-clanging battles, his 
direction doesn’t compel the viewer 
to believe that either Paris or 
Achilles are so in love that they’re 
capable of such dangerous decision- 
making. 

Regardless, so much transpires in 
the story, and with almost every 
character driven simultaneously by 
his or her soaring virtues and crush- 
ing flaws, it’s tough not to get caught 
up init. One of the best scenes has 
Priam sneaking into the Spartan 
camp to plead with Achilles to 
return his son. The enemies respect- 
fully concede they're both bound to 
the fates no matter how tortuous the 
cost in blood. 

Priam is powerful despite his 
frailty, and Achilles is frail despite all 
his power. Although most media 
would have you believe Pitt exists in 
the movie only to look hot while 
naked, he’s convincing as a man 
consumed by his own myth. 

With sweeping CG that doesn’t 
look like CG, and the drive to tella

rousing, non-ironic story, the film 
could’ve stood behind the great 
epics of the 1950s. It falls short, 
though, because of James Horner's 
overcooked score. 

It's unfortunate because the origi- 
nal soundtrack, composed by 
Gabriel Yared (Cold Mountain), was 
deemed by the studio to be too “old- 
fashioned” (a strange failing for a 
movie set thousands of years ago), 
and replaced by the one from the 
cliché-monger responsible for the 
scores for cheese like Titanic, Radio, 
and Bicentennial Man. (To hear 
Yared’s superior score, and more on

The more appropriate moderniza- 
tion of the myth lies in the film’s 
strong statement against imperial- 
ism, war, and the use of religion to 
justify either. This, rather than 
Horner's auditory masturbation, 
gives Troy resonance. 

That said, it sure would be sweet 
to see a modern fantasy-based 
Hercules movie, replete with a 
hydra going, “WHGGGGGGGHH- 
HHH-WHGGGGGGHHHHH.”

Winterbottom “pseudo-documentary” 
tracks young refugees

toria once put a ransom on the man- 
gosteen fruit—any adventurer sailing 
from the East Indies who could sup- 
ply her with unspoiled samples of the 
mythically delicious fruit would be 
amply rewarded. How we take inter- 
national travel for granted—in season, 
the treasured fruit is now available in 
supermarkets, even in far-flung 
Edmonton. 

So itis really, really hard to recon- 


cile the relative ease of the transit of 
fruit to the painful journey of Jamal 
and Enayat, the two young Afghan 
refugees traveling from Pakistan to an 
erstwhile “better life” in London, 
England in Michael Winterbottom’s 
In This World. 

The director introduces the film 
itself, a loosely scripted story of 
migration that had become pseudo- 
documentary—"travel the journey 
with them”—as the two first-time 
actors had never been outside of 
Pakistan. And more poignantly, the 
younger, Jamal Udin Torabi, reenact- 
ed the fiction of the story by returning 
to London after the shoot wrapped. 
He is now living as a refugee in the 
UK.

ROGER TOUPIN IS A GANGLY 
Quebecois, 52 years old with a sim- 
ple life. In 1939, his father opened a 
comer shop in Montreal, selling 
household items, canned foods and 
candy to the families that lived in 
the neighbourhood. Roger was born 
and raised in the apartment above 
the shop, and when his father retired 
in the ‘70s, he took over the store. 

Roger Toupin: Epicier Variete is a 
documentary on the ordinary man 
who has been the proprietor of a 
neighbourhood institution for 30 
years. He has seen people come and 
go, but his entire life has been devot- 
ed to his family’s business. 

Director Benoit Pilon interviews 


Roger on video, asking questions on 
camera conversation-style. Over the 
course of the film, he documents the 
gradual dismantling of the shop and 
the lifestyle that it once reflected: 
families no longer live in the area, 
it's gentrifying into a yuppie enclave 
with no need for a can of soup or 
penny candies. 

This documentary won a Jutra 
award, the Quebec equivalent of the 
Genies. It runs a little long, but it’s 
worth seeing as a sensitive portrait 
of a community. 

But first, we meet the man. He’s 
not much to look at, a balding s! 
ny guy with a Marty Feldman 
eye. But he’s made himself a fixture 
for the Old Stove League, a loose 
association of middle-aged men 
who use the store as a morning 
hangout, drinking 50-cent cups of 
coffee and gabbing, sometimes 
bringing out the fiddle and accor- 
dion. Just like Toupin’s dad used to,

In This World is shot on DV, and at 
the outset it looks and sounds like 
news—a BBC-esque narrator intro- 
duces the audience to the refugee 
camp in Peshawar, Pakistan. Here, we 
are introduced to Enayat 
(Enayatullah) and his cousin Jamal. 
Enayat’s uncle has decided to send his 
nephew to London, and it is at a wed- 
ding that Jamal (a precocious wheel- 
er-dealer) announces that he knows 
someone who can make the arrange- 
ments. Jamal also decides that he will 
accompany Enayat as an interpreter. 

Not being able to afford air travel, 
they must take the dangerous ove! 
land route: “Death is everywhere 
Though that may be, it is an opportu- 
nity that they cannot pass up. With a 
promise that they will call upon 
arrival, they board a bus 

A Raiders of the Lost Ark-style map 
marks their route: from Peshawar, a 
red line traces along the road to 
Quetta, where they are put in the back 
of a truck, then enroute to Iran, 
Turkey, and onward to Europe. 


It's impossible to separate Roger 
Toupin from his family, especially 
his parents. He has been caring for 
his mother, Maria, now 85, since his 
father passed away. He has never 
married, although he dated the love 
of his life, Francine, for 17 years, 
until she too died nine years ago. 
His parents, he says, gave him so 
much. He is trying to pay them 
back. 

“This was my cradle,” says 
Nestor, Roger's buddy. Nestor, like 
many other children born out of 
wedlock in Quebec, was raised in an 
orphanage. Surrogate family 
unlikely role for Toupin, but the 
gravity of his business makes him 
bigger than he is as an individual. 

But Maria is getting older. 
Toupin’s siblings want to sell the 
apartment and store to put her into a 
nursing home. Roger, of course, 
would rather take care of her and 
keep the shop, but puts on a cheerful 
face. It has to be done. 

Roger seems to be keeping up a 
front, stoically dealing with what 
should be a traumatic change in his 
life. How will he live out the rest of 
his days?

Along the way, Jamal teaches his 
cousin a smattering of English: 
“mountain”, “snow”. That pretty 
much describes the landscape over 


which they travel, beautifully cap- 
tured in green-gold video. 
Winterbottom’s skeleton crew man- 
ages to get close to his subjects, so 
much so that it’s not clear what’s 
scripted and what's merely serendipi- 
ty 

Brotherly Enayat is the protector 
over the more adventurous Jamal, 
whose street smarts combine delight- 
fully with his youthful charm. “Let's 
have an ice cream!” he says 
in an enormous cone dripping with 
chocolate sauce. It is one of the lighter 
moments during their trip, showing 
the camaraderie between the young 
men. It just makes the tragedy that 
awaits them all the more heartbreak- 
ing. 

Jamal and Enayat are metaphors, 
stand-ins for millions without home 
or nation—but, as the film never fails 
to point out, Jamal and Enayat are as 
real as the children who crowd the 
lens after the story has ended: what of 
their stories?

Legendary country iconoclast still ready to rumble

THE FIGHTIN’ SIDE OF MERLE 
“OH, WE'RE IN A TERRIBLE PER- 
iod for music right now, I think,” 
laments Merle Haggard over the 
phone from his home/office in 
Southern California. 

A deeply reserved man witha 
propensity for polite but brief 
answers, his interest in the third 
interview of the day is only stirred 
when the topic is turned to the cur- 
rent state of country music. “There’s 
some good things happening, but 
it’s all about perfection, and there's 
nothing as boring as perfection. 
Y'know, it’s a force feed, and it’s eas- 
ier to force feed people something 
that don’t have much to say than 
something that has something to say. 
And, uh, there’s one or two people, 
one or two conglomerates control- 
ling all the music that’s being 
released in America. It’s like the 
news—it's a big game.” 

That last sentence is as far as I'll 
get with Haggard on politics. The 
dream interview where | finally ask 
him how he feels now about such 
early right wing blasts as “Okie 
From Muskogee” and “Fightin’ Side 
of Me,” or his recent statements in 
opposition to the current war in Iraq, 
crumbles against Haggard’s reti- 
cence and my own star-struck gib- 
bering. Haggard is a tough one to 
figure out, a stubborn iconoclast

“It’s gotta come around to the real 
deal, somehow or other there's gotta 
be a way of knowin’, and finding 
out, and you just don’t know nowa- 
days,” he states bluntly. “You pick 
upa record, somebody knocks you 
out on that record, but you have no 
idea whether your listening to some- 
body doin’ what they’re doin’ or 
whether it’s manipulated by a studio 
hand. They've gota little deal they 
can run your record through that'll 
tune you right up.” He chuckles. 
“Take a flat note and bring it right 
up where it’s supposed to be. 
There’re a lot of new acts that use it 
on stage, and they couldn’t sing in 
key if they had a gun at their head.” 

Shania, are you listening? Nobody 
ever had to put a gun to Haggard’s 


performer came here from the States in 
the late ‘60s. 

Donald Ray Johnson has backed up 
the likes of Big Mama Thornton and Big 
Joe Turner, and drummed with disco 
favorites Taste Of Honey, who won a 
Grammy in 1979 for Best New Group.

Steve James is not only an enter- 
taining roots music performer adept at 
slide guitar, mandolin, and six-string 
banjo, he’s also a widely respected 
music educator. James has played with 
Furry Lewis and Sam McGee, and 
released a number of instructional 
videos on mandolin and guitar tech- 
niques.

head to get that world weary, bluesy 
tone that floats somewhere between 
his singing heroes Bing Crosby and 
Lefty Frizzell. That was helped along 
by his knowledge of blues, western 
swing, honky tonk, and country, 
and, likely, by his two year stay in 
San Quentin, the culmination of 
years of youthful brushes with the 
law where he doubtlessly saw more 
than his share of guns. Haggard is a 
brilliant singer/songwriter and a 
lousy criminal; it’s a good thing he 
realized it at the right time. 


BACK TO THE BARROOMS 

He did take away from his prison 
experiences a deep distrust of 
authority and a bedrock sympathy 
for the working man, values that 
course through such classic albums 
as A Working Man Can't Get Nowhere 
Today and Branded Man, which still 
crop up on recent albums. Hell, he 
helped carry the torch for authentic 
roots music alongside the Outlaws 
of the’70s and the New 
Traditionalists of the ‘80s, only to 
find himself abandoned in the ‘90s 
as an embarrassment to a Nashville 
establishment intent on scrubbing 
out all traces of rural lineage in coun- 
try music. It didn’t take, of course: 
Haggard and his fellow travelers 
were hurt by the industry snubbing, 
but hung in there, falling back on 
their core audiences until the roots 
revival of the last few years. Hag’s 
critical reassessment after years in 
the wilderness came about when he

James T. Kirks survive a decade by 
following their muse

THE STORY SHOULD BE A FAM- 
iliar one to anyone who grew up ina 
strait-laced small community, where 
boredom so often collides with teen 
hormones, causing a spontaneous 
release of energy and aberrant behav- 
iour. But when teenaged brothers 
Rob and Ted Wright, along with their 
drummer pal Silas Grenis, first gath- 
ered in the basement of an acreage 
outside Stony Plain and proclaimed 
themselves the James T. Kirks over a 
decade.ago, no one could have fore- 
seen that the resulting release of ener- 
gy and aberrant behaviour would 
have such far-reaching effects. Well, 
there were some presentiments of the 
rock ‘nr roll destiny that beckoned. 

“We come from a totally musical 
family,” says Ted. “All my aunts and 
uncles were quite gifted musically.” 

“What went wrong?” ponders 
Rob. 

“We were always around music, 
then we wound up getting instru- 
ments somehow,” Ted sort of recalls, 
“One guy loaned me a guitar, and 
another guy showed me power 
chords. We just fuckin’ tortured our 


a 


parents.” 

“{ think that, as much as they 
weren't totally nuts about the style of 
music we were playing, they at least 
understood that we were playing 
music,” Rob says. 

The drummer's parents were less 
understanding of his youthful exigen- 
cies and grounded him on the eve of 
the band’s inaugural gig, but Fate is 
more powerful than corporal punish- 
ment and, abetted by a last-minute 
fill-in behind the kit, the James T. 
Kirks tasted the visceral thrill of live 
performance. In short, they liked it. 

Fueled by a growing love of surf ~ 
rock and instrumental music, particu- 
larly of the sort emanating from 
Calgary bands like Huevos 
Rancheros, the Kirks set about fash- 
ioning their own prairie surf rock, 
honed over countless hall and bar 
shows and on a national tour with 
Radio City Riot Squad. At the peak of 
their powers, Fate saw fit to hobble 
them through cruel circumstance. 

“We came back from tour and 
found an eviction notice in the mail- 
box that [none of our room mates] 
had bothered to open.” Rob says. 
“There were nine of us living in this 
house, and we all six days to find a 
new place to live. So that sort of frac- 
tured the James T. Kirks, because 
[drummer] Eddie [Craven] had to 


move back to BC. We were so * 
bummed because it felt so perfect 
playing with Eddie that we didn’t d:

Unbeknownst even to the Wrights 
who were blazing an ear-splitting, 
empties-strewn trail with Les Tabs, 
the James T. Kirks weren't dead, but 
dormant. Another twist of Fate cat- 
alyzed the band’s phoenix-like return 
to the stage. Rob was booking the 
final show at the old New City 
Likwid Lounge and wanted the 
Brewtals to reform for the show. 
Bobby Brewtal said he'd get his old 
band back together, but only if the 
Kirks reformed as well. 

“We called his bluff,” Rob says. 
“He didn’t think we were going to d: 
it. So we recruited Silas, because we 
had always stayed in touch with 
him.” 

“That led to the Rev [farewell] 
show,” says Ted. “Then after that it 
was like, ‘man, these songs are pret! 
cool/ and it felt great, man, and Si 
[who now minds the skins for Black 
Market Inc.] has only improved as a 
drummer over the years.” 

“Silas is like a brother to us, too— 
we're all family, so that added to the 
allure of putting the band back 
together.” 

Lest anyone think the James T. 
Kirks are merely trying to relive past 
glories, the band has proceeded to 
break new ground since reigniting, 
adding new tunes to the set list and 
stretching themselves creatively by 
contributing the live soundtrack to a 
smash-hit Fringe play, with which 
they subsequently toured. Now, as 
they gear up for a 10th anniversary 
celebration at the Sidetrack with the 
Von Zippers and the Blame-its, the 
James T. Kirks are poised on the 
brink of what they expect to be a long 
and fruitful collaboration. 

“I'm pretty confident we will have 
a 20th anniversary show,” Rob says 
“We should have a couple of albums 
out by then.” 

The key to this projected longevi- 
ty? Remaining true to one’s muse. 

“We're musical meatballs, you 
know,” Rob says. “We like what we 
like and that’s what we like.”

THE LEAD SINGER OF THE DIST- 
illers, Brody Dalle — the most high 
profile member of the band — has 
declined to do interviews. I’m told 
that I will be interviewing the band’s 
drummer; the only other piece of 
information I’m given is that he used 
to be a semi-professional wrestler. 

I begin to form an idea of what this 
guy might be like: big and boisterous, 
yet humble (I embellish) in his confi- 
dence to totally demolish a fellow 
human being at will. 

But Andy Granelli, the member 
with the biggest chops, is far from 
boisterous, not very gigantic, and in 
fact, has never wrestled (professional- 
ly) a day in his life. 

“That's so funny,” he laughs when 
Lask him about his said previous 
career. “Everyone buys it — everyone 
thinks I was a wrestler. It’s all bullshit. 
We wrote the bio as fucking bullshit.” 

Bullshitting the public is a bit of a 
habit for the band. On their website 
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they chastise: “don’t steal off the inter- 
net you little assholes,” a seemingly 
conservative statement coming froma 
punk rock band, the likes of which are 
typically supposed to be anti-corpo- 
rate and unimpressed with record 
companies whose only goal is to 
make money. 

“Well, that [comment] is just sar- 
casm—I don’t care,” reassures 


Granelli. In fact, he’s more on the side - 


of the poor, jaded, music-loving pub- 
lic than most mainstream musicians. 
“Lmeany, fuck, records are expensive. 
If there's a record I kinda want but it’s 
fourteen bucks and | might only like 
half of it, [have no problem stealing 
it, too. Or burning it off my buddy.” 

His attitude perhaps explains in- 
part the reason for The Distiller’s 
sweeping, crossover success: they are 
in touch with reality, or at least the 
reality experienced by their young 
audience. They connect with them on 
a level similar to the likes of Rancid— 
whose one Tim Armstrong was 
briefly romantically involved with 
Dalle—or even Nirvana (arguably 
The Distiller’s true progenitors): both 
bands whose magical combination of 
members came out to more than the 
sum of their parts, elevating them 
above their peers. 

The Distillers aren't exactly doing 


anything new, but what they do they 
do correctly. And though the mem- 
bers claim their hatred of each other 
(more bullshit?) as part of the reason 
for their success, they also credit thei: 
abilities. In Granelli’s case, playing th: 
drums well lead to the joining of the 
Distillers, which lead to considerabk 
improvement in job excitement. 

Before joining the band, he was 
working at a snowboard clothing 
shop and playing in a band by the 
name of Nerve Agent. It’s been three 
or four years since he joined The 
Distillers, and the last year of his life 
has been spent on tour, causing him 
to lose his girlfriend and a great deal 
of sleep, and his sense of time in the 
process. “What month is this? It’s 
May?” he unknowingly asks. “Since 
last summer, we haven’t stopped. I've 
had a week off here and there or two 
weeks here and there. After this tour 
we have two months off, and I'm 
really looking forward to that.” 

Just how does The Distiller’s 
drummer unwind? 

“Tm going to stay in San 
Francisco and relax—fishing. I’m 
gonna go fishing, and I’m gonna go 
camping. It’s gonna be summertime 
and I’m gonna go see my friends 
and just relax.”

Paperwork 

Paperwork is a video installation that focuses on time- 
consuming administrative work as an important part of 
our lives. It explores the encounter between work and 
daydream, material and immaterial, movement and 
inertia, order and chaos. The sequence, shot from above 
and projected on the floor, shows the artist lying down on 
the hardwood floor of an office covered with letter size 
papers. In arustling sound, she sweeps the pages along 
with slow and regular movements, dispersing them and 
placing them back in order. Real sheets of papers scattered 
on the floor create effects of contrast and depth in the life 
size projected image. Combined with the amplified sweeping 
sounds, they give a material presence, an instantaneous 
quality to this past (in)action. Depending on where the 
viewer’s glance falls, the body appears either to float above 
or swim under all this paperwork. This piece deals with 
repetition both in literal and metaphorical way. On one 
hand, through the use of the loop structure, a solitary one- 


time choreography becomes endlessly repetitive. On another > 


hand, it investigates the recurrence of actions in working 
context, staging inefficiency in a place wl 
pressured to be alae and peters.

Thornley get their wind back; 
A festival for the future of music 


THORNLEY 
CHANGE IS NEVER EASY. IN THE 
cutthroat world of the music indus- 
try, where audiences have the atten- 
tion span of goldfish and desperate 
few are willing to give musicians a 
second chance, reinvention can spell 
out swift demise for even estab- 
lished artists. But, like that cheesy 
proverbial moth cocooning its way 
into the most beautiful of butterflies, 
lan Thornley (formerly of Big 
Wreck) seems to be one songster 
able to make a successful metamor- 
phosis—even though it means his 
new boss is his former underling. 

“Towards the end of Big Wreck, 
we were all in a very negative head 

space and that stuff is very confa- 
gious; before you know it, negativity 
dragged the whole thing down,” 
Thornley explains of the demise of 
his former band. “Tt kind of felt like 
the wind was taken out of our sails 
repeatedly, and before I knew it we 
started to believe what everyone 
was saying about us. There was just 
a long time when we put so much 
into the band and there wasn’t 
enough return.... At the end of the 
day, it just didn’t happen—so we 
were all incredibly hurt and disap- 
pointed by that.” 

After the demise of Big Wreck, 
Thornley says he was eager to shift 
gears and begin creating music 
again. Unfortunately, the industry is 
generally anything but responsive to 





artists looking for another chance; 
fortunately, Thornley had some old 
friends in high places to help him 
out. “I ended up getting signed to 
Chad Kroeger’s label because 
Nickelback had opened up for Big 
Wreck years ago, and we'd been 
buddies ever since,” Thornley notes. 
“He's been a great fan and champi- 
on of mine ever since then; so when 
he heard that I was out of the deal 
with Atlantic, his was the first call 
that I got.” 

Collectively, the two wove togeth- 
er some ideas, which, for the record, 
are decidedly un-Kroeger like, and 
now, just a couple of weeks after his 
album release, Thornley is already 
gaining huge momentum. He 
recently graced the stage on Leno, an 
experience Thornley describes as 

“surreal and very strange,” and he is 
getting ready to embark on an ambi- 
tious North American tour. 

The transition from band member 
to celebrated solo artist wasn’t as 
bumpy as Thornley expected, and 
he says the only real challenge so far 
was to name his new act. “We had a 
couple of alternative names before 
we decided to just go with my name, 





but none of them really stuck,” 
Thornley laughs. “One was 
Manhorse. Kenny [Tizzard], our 
bassist, who used to play for the 
Watchmen, is a big porn freak and 
he saw some guy named Manhorse 
in a movie. | thought it had kind of a 
Neil Young, Crazy Horse vibe to it, 
but I didn’t know about using the 
name Manhorse—I didn’t want to 
be referencing some kind of dispro- 
portioned guy in our name.”

HOUND DOG TAYLOR SOUNDS LIKE 
the Chicago counterpart of late-blooming 
Mississippi bluesmen like R.L. Burnside 
and T-Model Ford; the prime difference is 
that Taylor was 25 years dead when Fat 
Possum launched his Delta counterparts 
to prominence. With his perennial side- 
men, rhythm guitarist Brewer Phillips and 
metronomically challenged drummer Ted 
Harvey, Taylor espoused a raw electric 
blues/rock hybrid he called “houserockin’ 
music” that features his stinging slide 
playing and heartfelt yelp. Release the 
Hound features recordings from live per- 
formances, radio appearances, and a few 
studio remnants that didn't make it onto 
the four albums Alligator released in 
Taylor's lifetime. The unschooled, intuitive 
interplay of Taylor and his band, honed at 
the house parties and dank beer joints of 
Chicago's black working-class neighbour- 
hoods, provides most of the kicks, espe- 
cially when the songs turn into hurtling, 
heedless extended jams. Oddball instru- 
mentals such as “Phillips Screwdriver” 
and “Sen-Sa-Shun” intermingle with sig- 
nature tunes like “She's Gone” and “It 
Hurts Me Too’—all served up with plenty 
of booze-stoked pep. Not only is Release 
the Hound a great introduction to house- 
rockin’ music, it single-handedly atones 








for the damage Eric Clapton (to name but 
one) continues to inflict on the blues 
genre

MAX CAVALERA CONTINUES HIS 
perplexing quest to incorporate every 
musical form known to humanity, not to 
mention each religious icon, into the 
growly metal he's been perpetrating since 
his days as the front man for Brazil's 
Sepultura.

THE YEAR WAS 2000, AND ED- 
monton’s drum ‘n’ bass community 
could not have been more under- 
ground. No one could have dreamed 
that the scene would explode to the 
heights that it now has. No one 
except Subterranean Sound, that is. 
“Vital,” their latest breakbeat 
endeavour, is starting this Friday 
night at Decadence. For a crew that’s 
already had so much success throw- 
ing parties, they’re hoping that this 
night could finally be the one to push 
breakbeat culture into public percep- 
tion. 

They were on the cusp of it with 
their Trauma Thursdays at the now 
defunct Rev /Lush, offering a mix of 
local talent and headliners, and fea- 
turing everyone from icons like Total 
Science and Goldie to trendsetters 
like High Contrast and Bad 
Company. According to Nick 
Samalack (aka Degree), “In the 
beginning we stumbled upon a lucky 
break because we knew some of the 
people that were involved in the Rev 
and Lush, and we kind of pressured 
them by letting them know that we 
could do something more in this city 
than what's going on at the time. We 
started it off with a bang with 
Dieselboy, D’n’B’s most popular Dj, 
and just went from there.” 

But that night hit a snag about a 
year and a half ago when interest in 
electronic music was at an all-time 
low and club nights everywhere 
were dropping off like flies. 
Founding members Phatcat and 
Degree decided to take the crew into 
hibernation with only their infamous 
4:20 parties as a regular occurrence. 
Thatis, until “Vital”; now they’re 
poised to strike once again. 

“This time we're going-to mix itup 
with all sorts of breakbeats, [and] 
incorporate some fashion shows and 
art installations,” says Dean Musani 
(aka Phatcat). “By bringing in too 
many headliners in the past, people 
don’t realize what they’ ve got for 
local DJs and producers and such. 
They think, T’ll go next week,’ or 
whatever, and then it’s gone. Then 
whenever we comeback afew  ° 
months later then it’s packed. So, 
we're going to try to keep that going 
this time.” 


says Samalack, “guys that have been 
in other crews, like Heed and Ghetto 
FX, along with new talent that we’ve 
found, like DJ Dreadnought and MC 
DSnow. Dean and I have definitely 
got a few more breaks than the aver- 
age drum ‘n’ bass D] in the city, so 
we feel that it’s only right to give 
breaks to new talent Respect talent 
where it’s due.”

Including, it seems, a magical 
mystery tour through the mythic 
heart of old Edmonton. 

Buses are an essential: the chariot 
of the starving artist, mass trans- 
portation for the common man. 
Riding is a communal experience 
where the causal observer can take 
in private dramas, or construct sto- 
ries around the souls inhabiting the 
seats and aisles. 

Rather like theatre in a way. 

Workshop West brings six plays 
to six secret spaces dotted around 
the city. Or as sound director Dave 
Clarke says, “There are actually 950, 
000 stories in Edmonton — these are 
just six.” 

Five stories—By Heart (Beth 
Graham), Finding Felicia (Marty 
Chan) Spiral Dive (Ken Brown), 
Assembly (Mieko Ouchi) and Legacy 
(Cathleen Rootsaert) first saw the 
light of day two years ago at the 
Springboards New Play Festival. 
There were only two shows, but the 
few people who took in the work- 
shop presentations were impressed 
as much by the spaces as they were 
by the art. Director Ron Jenkins says 
when the writers were presented 
with their commissions they were 
told: “Haveat ‘er.’” 


disparate. What came from that 
experience [two years ago] was the 
melding of the whole thing, and we 
knew we had something.” 

The exciting thing for Jenkins is 
the discovery that “there were these 
spaces we never knew existed.” But 
the two are maddeningly secretive 
about them. Pressed for details and

However, Jenkins says the project 
isn’t about the spaces per se; 
“Sometimes it’s not the space: it’s the 
story that goes along with the space. 
We have one kind of jewel in the 
crown, which we don’t want to talk 


says the traveling time is as impor- 
tant as the actual pieces, So a way 
had to be found to knit the evening, 
together. His expertise as a past his- 
torical interpreter came in handy 
‘I’ve played five or six Edmonton 
historical characters, including Matt 
McCauley, for various centennials 
and anniversaries.” 

Jenkins says the expertise was 
invaluable: “Dave was the guy. I’m 
blown away by how much he 
knows about the history of the city. 
He's a transplanted Brit from many 
Moons ago. 

Which Clarke says may explain 
his knowledge. “It’s a modern con- 
sumer currency [here}, The real 
thing this city has which is unique, is 
that it’s so young. There were only 5- 
600 people here at the beginning, 
and you can go to the archives and 
see how they put the city together, 
how roads had to be built. You can 
see how they figured out where 
Jasper Avenue was going to be. It 
was all squatted areas and land 
claims and land disputes. “ And 
Jenkins says the young history gives 
the average Edmontonian a basic 
connection with the city and its 
stories 

So, the bus portion is a magical 
history tour narrated by Bridget 
Ryan. “Who was Malcolm Groat, 
who was John Rowands, who was 
Laurent Garneau?” Clarke asks. 
“Literally it’s going to be Bridget 
saying, ‘Here’s this building and a 
few things about it’ We've tried to 
tie it all together into some thematic 


ensemble. A move that will, no 
doubt, cause many grey hairs by the 
end of the run. Jenkins admits it 
could go to hell in a hand basket, 
but, he says, “Everyone's brought so 
much to this, the writers who found 
the spaces, the actors who are con- 
tributing so much.

Boy wonder 


David Reimer is an intersex hero to some; 
his story is still tragically pertinent 


DAVID REIMER MAY BE A HERO IN 
inter-sex circles, but life as a human lab 
experiment cost him dearly. 

When | heard the 38-year-old commit- 
ted suicide a couple weeks ago, it broke 
my heart. 

If you don't know the story, Reimer is 
the boy from Winnipeg whose botched 
circumcision back in the 60s left him 
without a penis. John Money—a high 
profile sex researcher at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital—saw the accident as an oppor- 
tunity to prove a point: Gender is about 
nurture, not nature. By lopping off the 
rest of his genitals, Reimer became 
“Brenda” (he was called Bruce at birth) 
and spent the next 14 years in dresses 
and misery. At age 14, he found out what 
had happened, rebelled, and became 
“David,” but the emotional wounds of his 
involuntary “gender reassignment” never 
healed. 

The whole tragic story is chronicled in 
John Colapinto’s book, As Nature Made 
Him: The Boy Who Was Raised as a Girl 
(Harper Collins). 

Reimer’s mother, Janet, still harbors 


who convinced she and her husband to 
give female hormones to their son and 
raise him as a daughter. In an interview 
in the Winnipeg Sun after David's sui- 
cide, she talks about how cruel the kids 
were to “Brenda” growing up. “They 
wouldn't let him use the boys’ washroom 
or the girls',” she says in the article. “He 
had to go in the back alley.” 

Now, | know kids can be cruel even if 
you're not a girl/boy, but | find it equally 
sad that almost 40 years later, we are 
still insistent on seeing life in pink for 
girls and blue for boys. So what if | refer 
to someone's bald, infant child as “she” 
when he’s a “he”? Who the hell can tell? 
And who cares? 


DOCTOR 
SCISSORHANDS 


Well, doctors for one... 

Historically, parents have had no say 
when a baby was born “intersexed” (with 
ambiguous genitals). Often, assigning 
gender through “corrective” surgery was 
done quietly, without the parents—or 
more importantly, the kid—ever know- 
ing. The theory, pioneered in 1955 by 
our friend, Dr. Money, was that infants 
are psychosexually neutral. So if a baby 
's born with undersized, oversized, or 
otherwise confusing genitals, all you do 
\s pick a gender, sculpt the genitals to 
match and, voila, the kid will miraculous- 
\y grow up that gender. 

Now, thanks in large part to David 
Reimer’s case, hospitals are more likely 
_ to bring in.a “gender identity team” (psy- 

chologists, urologists, endocrinologists, 
and the like) to help make the decision to 
op or not. 

But even if parents insist on leaving 
the baby’s bits alone and letting the kid’s 
gender evolve naturally—allowing the 
child to make the decision when s/he’s 


older—some doctors are Fed more con- 


would be better off female. Eleven days 
and 20 doctors later, doctors let 
Harmon-Smith take home her “son.” A 
few months later, though, Patrick’s doc- 
tor insisted the boy's testicle contained 
ovarian tissue that was probably malig- 
nant. Following a biopsy, the surgeon 
told her that the testicle was diseased 
and he had cut it off. After much pester- 
ing, Harmon-Smith finally saw the med- 
ical report: “normal, healthy testicle.” 
She cried. 


MORE THAN YOU THINK 


“My son is now a non-functioning 
eunuch. Before, he was a functioning 
male,” she said, in an interview. “I don't 
think the doctor cared. His reasoning 
was that this was a hermaphrodite, so 
everything should be removed.” 

(FYI, while some intersexed folk have 
reclaimed the word “hermaphrodite,” 
there has been a strong push to replace 
it with “intersex” in medical literature.) 

Sometimes parents do insist on gen- 
der assignment at birth. They feel they're 
saving the kid a lot of anguish and 
schoolyard teasing. David Reimer is 
proof of how well that works. 


Even if parents 
insist on leaving 
baby’s bits alone, 
some doctors seem 
more concerned 
with making sure 
the kid will know 
which box to check 
on a census form. 


According to Alice Dreger, editor of 
the book /ntersex in the Age of Ethics, 
about 1 in 2,000 children is born with 
ambiguous genitalia. If that sounds rare, 
she says, do the math. Worldwide, that’s 
more intersexed people than Jewish peo- 


ple. 

As Dreger puts it, “If all of the inter- 
Sexed people of voting age had voted for 
a single presidential candidate [in the 
last American election], the outcome of 
the election would have never been in 
doubt.” 

It's not that there aren't occasions 
when it makes sense to assign gender at 
birth. Even the Intersex Society of North 
America (www.isna.org), while not 
omer it, doesn’t entirely oppose the 
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Ménage a blah
